Off Atlantic Coast 


Germans Carry Submarine Warfare to American Shores 


Attacking and Sinking Vessels Along Coast 


The Germans have carried their submarine warfare to American shores and are attacking and sinking shipping off the Atlantic 


coast. 
Submarine attacks were reported this morning on vessels off the New Jersey shore and a number of craft are known to 


have been sunk—as many as 15, according to one report 


The Edward H. Cole was an Ameri- 


can schooner of 1791 tons gross, own- 
ed in Boston. She was built at Rock- 
land, Me. 
Two U-Boats Attack Cola 


Two submarines attacked the Kd- 


-ward H. Cole, according to the com- 
mander of the vessel, Captain Ndw- 
comb. 


They appeared simultaneously, one 


on each side of the vessel, and sig- 
nalled the captain to heave to. 


The commander of one of the sub- 


marines then boarded the schooner in 
a small boat, and gave the mrey 10 
minutes to leave the ship. The crew 
took to their own boats immediately 
and the German sailors then planted 
bombs on the vessel and blew her up. 


Just before the explosion occurred 


an American steamship appeared in 
the ofling and the other U-boat im- 
mediately gave chase.

Among the many reports received here today was one that a Ger

WASHINGTON. June 3.—What be- 


came ot the mission collier Cyclops? 


Is she a prize in some German port, 


the victim of treachery? Does she lie 
disabled in some unfrequented cove of 
the tropical seas driven there and help- 
less by accident? 


Or has she made her last voyage and 


with some than 300 souls turned up 
in Port of Missing Men to join seven- 
teen other ships of the American navy 
which have disappeared just as mys- 
teriously since 17S1? 


Sailing from Barbados in the West 


Indies March 4 with a complement of 
295 men, the great IS,000-ton naval col- 
lier has not since been sighted or re- 
ported. By order of the navy depart- 
ment all available navy craft in south- 
ern waters have been making a drag- 
net search for the vessel, but daily the 
conviction 
among 
officials 
grows 


stronger that the great modern mys- 
tery of the sea will remain unsolved. 
But the search for the ship still is 


laintained with 
unabated 
intensity. 


Cruisers have retraced her route. Ev- 
ery island among the scores that dot 
that portion of the sea is being care- 
fully scrutinized for any clue. 
But 


the unremitting anxiety of the search- 
ers has failed to disclose any trace of 
a ship apparently pluel-ied in a 
day 


from the busy lanes c.f tho South Amer- 
ican trade routes.

the sea • for many, miles around. 


Was she torpedoed and sunk "with- 


out a trace" hy a German submarine 
that has crossed the Atlantic to prey- 
on comparatively 
unprotected

ping? 
That theory is discounter!, be- 


cause in such a case, at least a few 
S.O.S. calls could have been sent out 
lefore the Cyclops went under. More- 
over, flouting wreckage certainly would 
have been found. 
Was she attacked and captured by a

he British fleets? Even if attacked,

May Have Foundered fn Storm 


Did the big vessel of 19,000 tons dis- 


placement, constructed with a view to 
withstanding the 
heaviest 
weather, 


founder in a severe tropical storm. 
This theory 
sounds unreasonable 
to 


many who believed the ship capable 
of riding safely out of any storm she 
might encounter, yet in view of all the 
known circumstances the explanation 
is accepted by most naval orlicials as 
the most probable account for the dis- 
appearance. 


The Cyclops although of deep draft 


and broad beam carried a remarkably 
high and heavy superstructure. Eight 
great steel derricks towered over her 
hull, and there was other heavy frame- 
work placed above decks to give her 
a maximum of efficiency in loading or 
discharging coal. 


In case of a heavy list to port or 


starboard, perhaps to the extent of 4.i 
degrees, the Cyclops, burdened with her 
heavy derricks, was pe.rhnps unable to 
swing- back into equilibrium, crashed 
over to one side and quickly settled. 
The heavy cargo of manganese might 
have shifted and hindered the vessel 
from righting: after a severe list. 


Moreover, vessels which returned to 


Atlantic ports about the time the Cy- 
clops was due. reported that, unusual- 
ly stormy weather had been encoun- 
tered in southern waters. 
Caught in 


the trouch of a heavy sea, the Cyclops 
might have capsized and gone down, 
dragging- down beneath her hull all 
deck equipment which otherwise might 
have floated on the surface as an indi- 
cation of her fate. 


The theory that the Cyclops sudden- 


ly went down in H storm is about the 
only theory that, adequately would ex- 
plain her failure to wireless in case 
of danger. The 1'aet, that no radio calls 
ever came from the vessel is one phase 
that characterizes t he disappearance of 
the ship ay one, of the most mysterious 
in modern sea annals. 


Leaving" the West Indian harbor on 


March -I. t he Cyclops was expected to 


touch at an Atlantic port on March 13. 
When attention was called to the fact 
that she was a~ few days overdue, no 
anxiety was felt because it was known 
she had one engine out of commission. 
However, when a week passed and 
there was no news that she had been 
sighted, a feeling of great apprehen- 
sion swept over the navy department. 
Every effort was made to find her, but 
on April 14 the department gave per- 
mission to publish the facts, which long 
had been withheld. 
Secretary Dnnlels SUM Hopeful 


Secretary Daniels still clings to the 


hope that the mystery will be cleared, 
but there are not many in the depart- 
ment who share his view.

CHINA AND JAPAN 


Terms of Recently Signec 


Convention Announced 


PEKING. Thursday, 
Slay 
30.—(By 


the Associated Press)—The 
Japanese 


foreign office announces that the 
re- 


cently signed convention between Chi- 
na and Japan is limited to joint mil- 
itary operations In defense against the 
Gorman menace in Siberia. Notes ex- 
changed between the two countries on 
March 2S were made public today by 
the foreign office. The flrst, from Chi- 
na to Japan, says: 
"The means and 


conditions of the co-operation of the 
army and navy of China with Japan 
are compatible with a common 
mili- 


tary defense against an ener.iy, for the 
realization of which plans may be de- 
cided upon by mutual agreement oi 
both countries. They will be arranged 
by the military and naval authorities 
of both countries, who from time 
to 


time will 
consult 
with 
each other 


freely and carefully upon 
all 
ques- 


tions of mutual 
interest, 
and 
upon 


approval of the governments, they wil 
be carried into action according to the 
demands of the circumstances. 


On the same date. Viscount Motono 


then Japanese foreign 
minister,

"I propose on behalf of my govern- 


ment that the period

mined by competent military and na- 
val authorities of the two powers. At 
the same time the imperial

sent for Dr. Ellison, who gave me 
treatment; he also set my nose an. 
bandaged my face. 
I suffered much 


pain thrft night and also for the next 
ten or twelve days.

time I suffer from nose bleeds and my 
nose troubles me at night." 


On cross-examination, witness said 


the taxicab was driven by a Mr. Mc-

Wit- 
ness then explain^ the treatment giv- 
en Mr. Bowles and said that the latter 
suffered pain for at least ten days, but 
so far as he knew there was nothing 
that would prevent Mr. Bowles from 
working. 


The plaintiff rested Its case at this 
point. 


The first witness called for the de-

Bowles came up in a taxicab driven by 
Mr. McNulty I heard some loud talk 
between the two, but could not'distin- 
guish the words. Mr. Bowles went into 
the office and during the course of an 
argument with Mr. Braden said, "Do 
you think I am a 
millionaire 
like Douglas." 


On the way out Mr. Bowles passed 


me and after using vile words said he 
spent more money in a night than I 
could make.

Pineapple* 


Pineapples are not a native fruit, of 


course, but usually in May and June 
they are shipped into the United States

Much of the pineapple used is com- 


bined with strawberries, either at the 
time of preserving or during the win- 
ter when both fruits are opened and 
cooked together. 


To can pineapples separately, peel, 


cut out the ey'es, shred, or cut into 
small chunks. 
Pineapple 
must 
bo 


blanched in hot water for 5 or 6 min- 
utes, then plunged in cold water, re- 
moved, and packed in jars. 


Cover the fruit with a boiling sirup 


made by boiling 1-3 sugar in 2-3 wa- 
ter, according to the amount of fruit 
to be canned. Part seal the jars and 
sterilize in the 
boiler for 
half an 


hour. Remove, seal tight, and cool. 


Strawberries

wash through several waters to re- 
move sand and dirt. 
Put berries in 


•_ colander or sieve and hold them un- 
der the faucet or pour water through 
them to wash.

"These boys thing they have to show 


a rough exterior to one another in the 
army but, at rock Outturn, they're pure 
gold," he added.

CHINA AND JAPAN 


Terms of Recently Signed 


Convention Announced 


PEKING. Thursday, 
May 
30.— (By 


the Associated Press)—The 
Japanese 


foreign office announces that the 
re 


cently signed convention between Chi 
na and Japan is limited to joint mil- 
itary operations in defense against the 
German menace in Siberia. Notes ex- 
changed between the two countries on 
March 2a were made public today by 
the foreign office. The first, from Chi- 
na to Japan, says: 
"The means and 


conditions of the co-operation of the 
army and navy of China With Japan 
are compatible with a common 
mili- 


tary defense against an enemy, for tho 
realization of which plans may be de- 
cided upon by mutual agreement of 
both countries. They will be arranged 
by the military and naval authorities 
of both countries, who from time 
to

approval of 'the governments, they will 
be carried into action according to the 
demands of the circumstances.

KAISER ORDERS ".NATIONAL" EDI- 


TION OF THE WORKS OF 


SHAKESPEARE 


AMSTERDAM, .May 23.—(Correspon- 


dence of The Associated Press)—The 
German emperor as patron of art, has 
ordered the production of a great "na- 
tional" edition of the works of Shake- 
speare, whom the Germans profess to 
regard as more German than English. 


The preface to the new work is writ-

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All the piquancy and innate charm of 


on* of Shakespeare's most delightful 
comedies, "Twelfth Night." were admir- 
ably brought out and amplified for mod- 
ern presentation by students of Rogers 
Hall school when they grave the play 
Saturday evening in the gymnasium as 
one of the annual treats of their com- 
mencement season. 


Shakespeare, the very word is often 


considered a handicap when one speaks 
of theatricals even among professional 
productions. 
The dominating purity, 


intricate character studies and classic 
diction that do not 
always 
associate 


themselves easly with modern speech, 
have inevitably phased even the most 
hardy adventurers into the labyrinthic 
realms of the master's domain. 


Particularly In these days when real 


dramatic art has been largely supple- 
mented by the shadowgraphs, it is re- 
freshing to find one 
of Shakespeare's 


dramas produced with full justice to 
the play and the author. 
That 
this 


should be accomplished by young lady 
students is something of an achieve- 
ment that should reflect 
credit alika 


upon themselves and the school. 


Such was the case Saturday evening. 


Rogers Hall students, amateurs by ad- 
mission as far as Thespian experience 
goes, were equipped with 
the 
two 


greatest requirements called for in-the 
production of a Shakespearion 
play— 


talent, and coaching. 
From these two 


elements are drawn all the essentials o. 
success. The presentation, therefore- 
afforded an evening of rare pleasure for 
several hundred people who were highly 
privileged to be present. 


For some years past, it had been the 


custom of the school to hold the play 
out of doors on the beautiful grounds 
so' picturesquely adapted to theatricals 
and just as regularly it had been the 
custom of the weather authorities to 
become "grouchy" and upset the well 
laid plans for an outdoor presentation. 


This year "double-cross" 
methods 


were presumed and instead of planning 
for an' outdoor production, it was de- 
cided to play safe and hold it in the 
gymnasium. 
Perversely, 
the weather 


was most torrid and ironically suited to 
an ideal open-air play. 
But this was 


but a circumstance of the evening. The 
success of the students repelled it Into 
obscurity. 


It is hard and almost an unfair task 


to 'be asked to comment on the work 
of the individual players'separately. To 
be just, one must avoid the personality 
of the cast and talk in terms of the 
personality of Shakespeare's characters. 


As an intermission, one must. l>e par- 


doned for mentioning the setting and 
costuming. One must know of them to 
appreciate the efforts of the 
players. 


There are five different scenes in the 
play and these were skilfully portrayed 
with one main setting. 
As the scene 


changed. 
accommodating 
properties 


vere introduced to create the necessary 
atmosphere and effect and this delicate 
method of transformation was one of 
the delightful features of the evening 


As for the costuming, one can 
say 


only thnt every tradition of this art 
was fully lived, up to and even those 
young ladies who were,obliged to ap- 
pear in masculine garb were perfect- 
ly at home.

mendable ease.

SECRET 
CONVENTION 


NEW YORK, June 3.—The Western 


Union Telegraph 
Co. has 
declined 


to submit to the jurisdiction of the 
national war labor board which sought 
to adjust the differencs between tho 
company and those of its employes 
who are members of the Commercial 
Telegraphers* union of America. 


The Western Union's decision be- 


came known when tho report of an 
exective session of the war board, held 
here Saturday, was made public last 
night. It embodied a report by W. 
H. Taft and Frank F. Walsh, 
joint 


chairmen of the board, who conferred 
with Newcomb Carlton, president of 
the Western Union, in an effort to 
compose the differences between the 
company and those of its employes 
who had been dismissed, it was charg- 
ed,'because they joined the .Commer- 
cial Telegraphers' union of America. 


Complaint against the 
company's 


action was taken to the war board 
and Mr. Taft and Mr. Walsh made 
an investigtion. They then submitted 
a proposition in the nature of a com- 
promise based on the principles un- 
derlying1 the work of the war board. 
This platform recognizes the right of 
men to organize and holds they should 
not be discharged for membership in 
trades unions or for legitimate trade 
union activities. 


This compromise proposal, 
under 


which the Western Union was not re- 
quired to recognize the union and by 
which the union was bound not to use 
the strike as a weapon, was submitted 
to jMr. Carlton, but he declined posi- 
tively to permit employes of his com- 
pany to join the union unless a refer- 
nclum of all the company's workers 
showed that a majority of them fa- 
vored such a step. 


Correspondence between Mr. 
Taft 


and Mr. Carleton followed, with the 
result that 'the joint chairmen ended 
their report to the board 
Saturday 


with this statement: 


"In view of the correspondence, it 


does not seem useful to further pro- 
long the mediation. 
The construction 


of our principles as set forth in Mr. 
Taft's telegram to Mr. Carlton leads 
to the conclusion that the 
Western 


Union Telegraph 
Co. should 
accept 


this compromise. 


"It declines, however, to do so, or 


to submit to the jurisdiction of this 
board and no further action of the 
board is, therefore, recommended, ex- 
cept the publication of this report of 
the section and the vote of this board 
upon the report." 


In his final letter to Mr. Carleton, 


Mr. Taft wrote: 


"1 ask you to consider again this 


proposal before a final rejection. Of 
course, your submission fo our juris- 
diction is a matter of discretion, but 
I deprecate an attitude on the part of 
an employer of men so widely dis- 
tributed which may defeat the useful- 
ness of our board." 


"The Western Union is not seeking 


to deprive any one of his inalienable 
rights." said Sir. Carlton In a state- 
ment issued last night,""b"iit it recog- 
nizes that its employes must choose 
employment 
with 
the 
company 
or 


membership in the C.T.U.A. with em- 
ployment in the many other telegraph 
positions open to them, for the West- 
ern Union employs less than 20 per 
cent of the total telegraphers in the 
United States. The company says in 
effect to its employes: 
" 'If you desire to join the C.T.U. 


A., then we must part. So long as 
you retain your position 
with 
the 


compfiny you will have every protection 
and.a full right of appeal, but we can- 
not agree that you shall .join any or- 
ganization which imperils the contin- 
uity of the telegraph service which the 
company is expected to provide for the 
government and public of the United 
States.' " 


Mr. Taft and Mr. Walsh, their re- 


port showed, recommended 
to 
Mr. 


Carlton that the "Western Union re- 
ceive a committee of its own men only 
who desired to present requests for 
better working conditions or compen- 
sation, and, if an agreement could not 
be reached, the matter should be re- 
ferred to the war board and the ques- 
tion disposed of according to its rules. 
They stipulated that the company was 
"not to be required in any way to deal 
with the union or to recognize it." 


They stipulated also that the union 


should agree with the war board that 
in any effort by its members to secure 
hotter conditions of labor it would not 
itself "initiate, and that it would not 
itself permit its members to use the 
strike, but that it would submit its 
grievances to the national war labor- 
board and abide the decision under its 
procedure." 


If any employe of 
the 
Western 


Union, a member of the union, it was 


proposed, should fail to conform with 
this agreement and to abide by the 
rules and principles of the bodrd "the 
Western Union might discharge such 
employe and the national board would 
sustain such discharge." 


Mr. Carleton, according to the re- 


port, declined to accept this proposal, 
but tendered another in whioh he de- 
clared that his company "holds that 
its first obligation is to the govern- 
ment and 'the public in an uninter- 
rupted and competent telegraph 
ser- 


vice. The company has readied the 
conclusion that this end 
cannot 
bo 


achieved if its operators are members 
of tho C.T.A.U. 


Mr. Carlton pointed out that the 


operators now have a basic eight-hour 
day, premium for overtime, vacations 
with 
pay, 
semi-annual 
premiums, 


sickness benefits at full pay for vary- 
ing periods, pensions and life insur- 
ance. He expressed the opinion that a 
majority of the company's operators 
did not want to join the union, but he 
was willing to submit the question to 
a secret referendum ballot under the 
direction of the war board. 


To this Mr. Taft replied: "I do not 


think .our" principles include the closed 
non-union shop in the status quo to 
be maintained. 
I do not think our 


principles require us to ignore or in- 


te a breach, of existing contracts of 


employment in which the men affirm- 
atively ngrea not to join a union. I 
don't think you have such contracts 
with your men. A mere understand- 
ing that men will be discharged who 
join the union does not 
constitute 


such a contract on their part not to 
join unions. I think the making of 
such contracts after the proclamation 
of the president is not in accord with 
our principles of action by him ap- 
proved though the making of them 
would be iegal. 


'I think the plan upon which our; 


board acts contemplates a waiver by : 
employers of such a right just as it! 
contemplates a waiver by employes 
of the legal right to strike as a meth- : 
od of securing industial peace. With 
these views I think that your last pro- 
posal does not square with the prin- 
ciples on which our board must act, 
if the issue is made by the employes' 
part of our board. 
You deny to a 


majority of your employes a right to 
join a labor union. On the other hand 
I think the proposal made by Mr. 
Walsh and presented by me to you at 
Philadelphia is one which you should 
accept in the interest of 
industrial 


peace."

The case of William J. Bowles vs. 


John H. Douglas, 
an action 
of tort 


growing out of an assault, was opened 
before Judge Morton in the civil ses- 
sion of the superior court* with juries 
this morning. 


The plaintiff runs a lunch cart 
on 


Thorndike street, 
between Middlesex 


and Appleton streets, while the defen- 
dant is the owner of a lunch cart lo- 
cated on the opposite side of the street. 
The plaintiff in his declaration says' 
that on tho night of August 30, 1917, 
the defendant assaulted him, knocking 
him down and breaking his "nose, and 
thai injury will be permanent. The de- 
fendant's answer is that lie was as- 
saulted by the plaintiff and only de- 
fended himself. 


The first witness 
called 
was 
the 


plaintiff, William .T. Bowles, who tes- 
tified that he conducts a lunch cart at 
4S Thorndike street, while Mr. Douglas 
has a cart on the land of the Boston 
&. Maine railroad 
at 
the 
Middlesex 


street station. 
Witness said that at 


about 11.35 o'clock 
on the 
night 
of 


August 30, 1917, he saw the defendant 
sitting outside Mr. Braden-'s office at 
the depot. 


Continuing1, Mr. Bowles said; "I had 


been riding 
in a taxicab 
for about 


two and one-half hours that night and 
was talking with Mr. Braden when I 
heard M'r. Douglas say that I was a 
'piker.' 
When that remark was made 


I called' him a .name and told him to 
mind his own business. 
He got up 


from the chair in which he was sit- 
ting and struck me on the nose and I 
fell to the street, dazed. 
I-Ie struck 


me a second time. 1 then went to the 
police station after which I engaged 
a room at the Richardson hot,el. 
I 


sent for Dr. Ellison, 
who gave 
me 


treatment; he also set my nose and 
bandaged my face. 
I suffered much 


pain th if t night and also for the next 
ten or twelve days. 
At the present 


time I suffer from nose bleeds and my 
nose troubles me at night." 


On cross-examination, 
.witness said 


the taxicab was driven by a Mr. Mc- 
Nnlty, who was called "Flick." A man 
named Carvllle was with him. 
They 


stopped at a saloon on Middlesex street 
where the plaintiff 
had a 
glass of 


tonic and later had a glass of beer at 
a hotel. Witness said he was not un- 
der the influence of liquor when he left 
the taxicab at the depot on the night 
of the assault. 
He had a few words 


with Mr. McNulty 
about 
the 
price 


charged. McNulty had charged Bowles 


7 and the latter said: "Do you think 


I am a millionaire like Douglas?" 
He 


denied that he used profane language 
in referring to Mr. Douglas.. 
Later, 


witne.ss said he paid $7 to Mr. Braden, 


"Was your nose broken by one Billy 


Murphy at one time?" asked counsel. 


"No, sir," was the answer. 
"Did 
he break your ri'bs?" 


"No, sir." 
"Did this Murphy break any bones 


in your, body?" 


"No, sir." 
Dr. Daniel J. Ellison said he saw 


Mr. Bowles in a room at the Richard- 


eon hotel about 13.30 o'clock th« morn- 
ing of August 31. 1917. 
There was 


blood on his face and an examination 
sho'wed a fracture of the nose. 
Wit- 


ness then explained the treatment giv- 
en Mr. Bowles and said that the latter 
suffered pain for at least ton days, but 
so far as he knew there was nothing 
that would prevent Mr. Bowles from 
working. 


The plaintiff rested its case at this 


point: 


The first witness called for the de- 


fense was John H. Douglas, the de- 
fendant who, after answering the usu- 
al preliminary questions, testified us 
follows: 


"1 have known Mr. Bowles for 13 or 


15 years, but not t,o speak to. 
I was 


sitting in the doorway of Mr. Braden's 
officft about 11.15 o'clock on the night 
of August 3D of last yoar when Mr. 
Bowles came up in a taxicab driven by 
Mr. McNuliy 
I heard some loud talk 


between the two, but could not distin- 
guish the words. Mr. Bowles went into 
the office and during the course of an 
argument with Mr. Braden said, "Do 
you think 1 am a 
millionaire 


like Douglas." 


On the way out Mr. Bowles passed 


me and after using vile words said he- 
spent more money in a night than I 
could makp. 
He then drew back in a- 


fiSuiting attitude and 1 struck him and 
knocked him down." 


On cro.ss-exa mi nation 
Mr. Douglas 


said ho did not say a word 
to Mr. 


Bowles when the latter came out of tha 
taxicab office. 
He said he had never 


had any trouble \vith the plaintiff prior 
to this night. 


John P. McNulty, a. taxicfLb driver, 


said he was generally call "Flick." He 
had driven Mr. Bowles around for two 
hours and twenty minutes on the night 
of the assault. Bowles and I had an 
argument over the price he was to 
pay. said witness, and he then went 
into Mr. Braden's office and I heard 
him say: 
"Do you think I am a mil- 


lionaire 
like 
that 
Douglas." 


Lates Bowles called 'Douglas a vile 
name and squared off and'Mr. Dougjas 
'rising1 from his chair struck Bowles 
and knocked him down. Mr. Douglas 
and I then picked up Mr. Bowles. 


Arguments in the case were made 


during the afternoon. 


Tho jury after being out a short time 


returned a verdict in favor of the de- 
fendant.
